Cbnsfcitiiticuial iBesporisiblo Govern- 
ment in Canada liasjusfcjbeen jubmit- 
ted to one of thei severest testa ii' would 
be i)osKiblo to apply. Thank heaven, 
it lias stood the strnin and has trinraiih- 
pd! Yory iiuKili of our last oditioii was 
opoupied with an account of tlin con- 
stitutional stnifiglo at Ottawa. It lias 
been said that"l>istanco lends cnebant- 
liieiit to the view." It may alsd tend 
to soften the asperity of party, and en- 
able one more dispassionately to judge 
of actions and conclusions, than is 
souietiines possible for those wiu) are 
drawn into the whirlpool of active 
political strife. Viewing matters re- 
centiy transpiring at Ottawa from this 
vantage ground, it seems impossible to 
conceal the existence of blame on both 
side.g. The principal fault observable 
on the Ministerial side is a very com- 
mon, jjossibly excLiBttble one, — that of 
withholding from the Oi^positiou and 
their cause that consideration and res- 
pect to which their numbei's, influence 
and opinions ought to entitle them. It 
is impossible to approve of the flippant 
levity with which some of the Minis- 
terial journals aj>proach a situation of 
unquestionable gravity. That there are 
two sides to every case may be accei^t- 
ed as an eternal truthj and itwould be 
just as.Y^ellj .yrhere. two great parties 
are cdnfendim^^^'&sthej doubtless think 
for the.right, that.eaoh stoold, as far 
■ as ckcumStinces, permit, - respect the 
opinions and .Cfpsi^q^ipiisVoiithe pther, 
while contondingf iione the less man- 
:r(^#falljr for their own. But, on the other 
handr to trace, dispassionately, the 
history of the Bailway. .Scandal and the 
coiuse pursued by,;the, '..Opposition is, 
one must confess, calculated to throw 
■ a sluide of. doubt over the ' sincerity of 
the-partrjr}'ahd if they are insincere, 
they caniibi.well expect those opposed 
to..then» .<^ji8'VeWe ei- 
tiiar for thein! or^' tWr SflppppM. opin- 
ions and convictions; 'Nay, they cannot 
be presumed even * to respect them- 
selves. To every loyal, right-minded 
subject, this scandal is extremely hu- 
miliating. Amid the nitclstrom of 
charges and denials, exposures and de- 
velopments, one is reminded of the 
Scottish Divine who selected for his 
text the words of the Royal Preacher,— 
"For I said in my haste all men are 
liars." The preacher, reflectively re- 
galing himself with a pinch of snutl', 
remarked — "Umph! Ye said it in yer 
haste, did jc Dauvid,mon'? Aweel; gin 
ye had l^een hero, ye micht ha'e said it 
at your leisure!" As has already been 
iuGimatecl, it seems difficult to reconcile 
the course pursued l^y the 0])p()siti()ii 
in this matter witii the theory of sin- 
cerity, — an honest desire on tlicir part 
to ferret out and punish wrong-doing. 
First of all, it will be remembered, they 
endeavored to make a direct vote of 
want of contidence out of a resolution 
for eno.uiry. rri'that'they were deftly 
defeated by Sir John, who, liimself, 
took the initial steps for investigation. 
Next wo find them refusing the issue 
of a Commission, whenever ifc was 
found that it would not be possible for 
the Parliamentary Committee to sub- 
ject evidence to the test of an oath. 
Had the offer of Sir Jolin to issue a 
Commission at that time been adopted, 
the investigation might have gone on 
and the result placed before Parlinmont 
when it re-assembled on tlio liJth of 
August. But the Opposition would 
not hear of a commission. They da- 
mourcd for an investigation by Parlia- 
ment, where they knew evidence could 
not be taken under oath, and where a 
false witness would he o liable to' none" 
of those pains and penalties which exert 
such a wholesome infhienco in theabsonco 
of any higher incentive to truthfLUne.ss, 
And itumst occur to those on the out- 
side that if the object was to elicit tlic 
truth, the whole truth, and Jiothing 
but the truth, the Ministerial plan had 
most to recommend it. If, ou the 
other hand, the object was to get up 
an unseemly political scufHe, to make 
anajjpeal to political prejudices, with 
the iiopo of upsettingcthe Governnleht 
under the cloud of dust sure to bo 
raised, then were theOpposition tactics 
intelligible, though not justilialjle. The 
])riucipal objection urged against the 
Commission was that it would be the 
creature of the very men the charges 
against whom it would be called to inves- 
tigate. But this objection loses much 
of its force in view of 'the fact that 
the sole function of the Coifimis'sion is 
t o take evidence, not in anj' sense to 
try the case; and when it is borne in 
mind that the case for the prosecution 
wouldvbe(in;j^be h^nds of able mou.who 
woufd lakeVare that every tittle of evi- 
dence was put in, and that thero would 
bo tiiis great advantage, that the evi- 
dence would bo taken under oath, wo 
confess the objection, plausible as it 
appears at firstsight,i8 greatly weaken- 
ed, if, iiidoocl, it doo.s not altogetlier fall 
to tho ground. Nor doos it appear to us 
that, in aoaao of this kiud, Parliament 
would ooQstittit&ttieMord inipartiul tri- 
bunal of tho tjvo^ JfewjiUd seSin impossi- 
ble for the House of Conimons to'ap- 



pro.icli Ruch a quustion fi'oo from partj' 
spirit. "NVoukl it notbo apt to makoa moro 
pp.rty tost of it, instead of dealing with it 
in a c:>lin,jmlicial siiirit so essential to tho 
euds of justioo? Looking, therefore, nt 
the Avliole inattpr,it will certtiinly be more 
conducive fo tUo ends of justice that a 
iRoVjri pqmmission should take whatever 
em|!n,oa^^y be^^rgsofatedvTi4'?er '*'*^?^'h 
whSip'Parliainont is incapatite of admm- 
isterint?. It is sundy (!aoa;(h that Parlia- 
ment shall coiistilutc tho (Joui't whitih'i.s 
to try tho casu ia acooi'danco witli the ovi- 
douoo adducod. ]5ut Iho Oppo.iitioii, do- 
tormiaed to liavo it out on tho floor of tho 
Hou^o, and eager for tho fray, wouldnot 
liitoii Ha' tho CommisBsioh,'''but*^iiio-;' 
manded that Parliament shonld 'proceed 
to invostigativo tho matter. Tho Gover- 
nor was, howovor, advisod to tnko the 
othoi- c-oiu'so, and tho Clonslitution 
loft hiiii no ohoioc, ovoa if his oivn 
good son.so had sought for it. It has 1 ei>a 
a.H'u to wliat unseeuily loiiKtli-i tho (Jn- 
positiou have been cari ioil in tlicir blind 
lury. Surely the seono in tho flouso of 
Co miaous presented ou the i3th was cai- 
o\ilat6d io'inake tiiinkirig hiDu doubt' that' 
it ■ was the ' liibst fitting tribunal for tho 
iavostigiition. A^ell, tho CJonstitutioa 
has triuMii>lu!d; and tho Coauni.ssioa linn 
Ijoeii appointed. lUittlio Opoosition aru 
".scotciied, not killed." They duclaru 
that thoy will ignore its oxistouco and its 
claims, aud thus /orcc tho inattor before 
Parliament. Thoy are reminded that the 
Commission has the power to compel at- 
tpiidnnoe, under [)ain of fine and imprison- 
nioiil. Til this tlio opposition dffiantly 
re|)Iy, ' M jot tho conuuis.sioiicr.s do their 
woist! If II\uUingtou goes to i)risou he 
will have thu Hyinpathios of tho nation ■>» 
Ilia Itoud-s; and" tho luoofing of tUo House 
of Couimniui » tii release him." Wliat va- 
lid objection is there to going before tho 
Commission? They say it is composed 
of the veriest crcat>ire8 of Sii: John. 
That is not true. JudgeDay.waao member 
of tlie Hahhvin-Lafontaine'' 'administra- 
tion; stan.l.s high as a jnrist.aud owes tho 
Government nothing. Judge Gowau was 
a member of tho sanio old Kaldwiu Eo- 
form party ; and to it ho owed his eleva- 
tion^ Standing high in his profosaiou, 
he .>jiSi #'iitrp|t§d b j Sii^^Jfti^H^ JUicaT^hty • 
with the responsible task of codifyinR tho 
Statutes of Upper Canada, and ho is re- 
garded as the father of the TJ|)pt>r Canada 
Ccjunty Court lionch. Such, then, aro 
two out of tho throo Commissionors. Se- 
lected from circles assuredly not politi- 
cally predisposed in favor of tho accused, 
they arc among tho very few Judges who 
do not owe their seat on the Bench to Sir 
John. As for tho third. Judge Polottc 
is also an ominont jurist, who lias for 
fourteen years filled with credit the posi- 
tion of Judge at Throo Kivers. True, lie 
is in politics aConsorvativo; but wouldn't 
it have looked one-sided if all three had 
been Belormors ? Surely the Oppo.sition 
ought to' be content with two. It really 
.seems to us that, if under any such plea 
the aoouBierB refuse to put any evidence 
thoy may havo before tho Commission, 
they will lay themselves open to tho sus- 
])icion of desiring to obstruct invcstigi;-. 
tion and to keo]) tho accusation hanging 
over the lioads of ^^ini3ter3 'as long as 
possible for their own politioal purpo.scs. 
ft will look, too, as if theywerepbnscious 
of tho badness of .their ieaiiso. ' It .seems 
ini|)0S3ibIe todoubtthata refusal to como 
boforn tho Commission would tend to 
in-i'judico the case of tho accused in tlm 
estimation of all moderate thinkers. It 
will be interesting to watch the course of

At the 
bottom of this space lay a largo leathern 
pocket containing tho diamonds, the inon- 
oy, and the bonds of tho murdered wi- 
dow. This akoloton was undoubtedly 
that of tho murderer of tho two women, 
who, after assassinating them and bagg- 
ing his plunder, had tried to escape over 
tho roof of thehouso: but, slipping bis 
foot, had fallen into tho space between tho 
the two buildings. There ho met -with 
tlio just retribution of his terriblo crime.

How Royalty TnAVELa.— The travel- 
ing train of tho Empress of Bussiais, per- 
haps, the most complete and luxurious 
in tlie world, and it is, indeed a hou.so 
upon wheels. It consists of eight saloon 
carriages and ollices, connected by cover- 
ed iiassages, and is divided into dining 
and drawing-rooms, bedrooms and kit- 
chens. The dining-rooms has largo oval 
windows, which give uninterrupted views 
over the country through which tho train 
passes, tbo draw-ing-room is an elegant 
apartment, [irettily furnished, and the 
bedrooms might be those of a comforta- 
ble liouse. Tho beds are seemingly, of 
tin; ordinary kind, but are in reality liam- 
moclis, which enable their occupants to 
slc(:[) w-ithout sustaining any annoyance 
from the vibration of the train. Qf course 
such an establishment would not be com- 
plete without servants, nnd to the train 
aro nttaclieil domestios of all kinds from 
butlors to engine-drivers and ])ortors. 
To tho train, however, is altaoliotl a sad 
.s-o((re?»y; it- formerly belonged to Napo- 
leon III., and'was used by him for his 
Ijyons journeys, though it would bo dif- 
ficult to recognize it as the same, so oom- 
plot( ly lias it been reconstructed audim 
provod.
